‘The ‘second term was taught by Mrs. Sarah C. Caswell, an experi~ 
enced teacher. At our first visit of this term the same. restlessness s- 
prevailed, but as order (which is Heaven’s first law) began to be re-— 
stored, some of the larger scholars left. ‘hose that remained made 
good advancement. At the close there was marked improvement in_ 
both order and recitations. Length of term, 12 weeks; wages per 
month, $32: whole number of scholars. 41. 


REMARKS. 


The schools in Barnstead haye in general been prosperous the past 
year. ‘The teachers have been competent and on an average very suc~ 
cessful. Teachers are not perfect. neither are scholars; therefore per- 
fect work cannot be reasonably expected. The highest point in any 
human undertaking cannot be reached; but all should strive to have 
their work as near per fection as possible. 

Education is not the only requisite in teaching. It is quite as essea- 
tial to be able to govern a school properly. to gain the good will of the 
scholars, to encourage all efforts to do right. and to aid as far as pos- 
sible in laying a foundation for 2 noble character. The scholar is 
likely to imitate the teacher in m: inner of walking, speaking and writ- 
ing; even habits of thought which are sure to manifest themselves al- 
most constantly. are likely to place their impress on the susceptible 
mind of childhood, and should be such as to foster an admiration for 
goodness, purity and truth. 

We should be glad to see impressed on the minds of parents the im- 
portance of children being in their places every day cf the school term. 
The loss of a day or even half a day means the loss of a link in the 
chain that is hard to replace afterward, and manifests a lack of ap 
preciation of the advantages afforded by our system of free schools, 
through which by a proper improvement every child in town may @b- 
tain an education that will not only be creditable to himself, but am 
essential aid in the business of life. 

Notwithstanding the vote taken at our last school meeting, to have 
schools taught im the several schoolhouses in town, we are of the opin- 
ion that there are a few that might be consolidated, to the benefit ot 
all, without being detrimental to y the interests of any . This however 
we must ieave to ‘the good judgment of our successors
